PERSECUTIONS OF THE JEWs. 
[Translated from the German of Dr. Zuaz, by D. E. De Lara. 


In July 1298 an organized horde under the appel- 
lation of the Beef Company, overrun the provinces 
preceded by a banner, on which was painted the device 
of an ox holvyed. In one month the company murdered 
upwards of one hundred thousand human beings pro- 
fessiug the Jewish faith, slaughtering them like cattle, 
then rafter having quartered burning them. 
occasion mothers, tying their infants to their neck, 
rushed into the flame, preferring for their offspring the 
death by fire to the infection of baptism. Virgins de- 
manded at the hands of their fathers that death, which 
the latter gave them cheerfully, in order that they 
might escape the brutal lust of the priests and monks. 

In the year 1320 broke out the persecution of the 
Jews by the shepherds and peasants in the South of 
France and the North of Spain. Peasants, shepherds, 
jabourers, low mechanics and rabble of all sorts tra- 
versed the country under the ‘pretext of a crusade
